It is In this connection that a ship 


under radio control is of the greatest 
value, for it is possible not only to 
change her course but to increase or 
-decrease her speed, just as would be 
done under war conditions, thus plac- 
ing all men on the ship doing the fir-' 
ing on their 'mettle. 
The greatest 


care, it may bo said, will be exercised 
by the navy in installing the 
radio 


control apparatus on the Korth Da- 
kota and Delaware. This 'control, as 
is generally known, was invented and 
perfected by John Hays Hammond, Jr., 
of Gloucester, Mass':, working In con- 
junction -with naval experts. It Is pos- 
sible that Sir. Hammond 'Will assist 
the naval ofl\cers*when the-time comes 
to outfit the successors to the Iowa. 
Particular attention will be given to 
lessons which were learned during the 
meaneuvres In the Bay 
o£ Panama. 


It will be recalled that the radic^con- 
trol of the Iowa did not work satis- 
factorily during, the second day's fir- 
ing, -when 14-inch shells, both thin- 
walled and service, were tfsed. The 
ship barely moved through the water, 
instead of making from 8 to 10 knots, 
and did not change*her course, as she 
was supposed to do. The supposition 
at. the time was that hits scored by the 


j first salvos had put the control appar- 
atus partially out of commission. _ In- 
vestigation has satisfied gunnery ex- 
perts that such was not the case. 
Many of the observation ships were 
sending radio messages on

Naval experts will try to -make the 


control of the North Dakota and Dela- 
ware as perfect and as nearly fool- 
proof as possible. Their desire is to 
give these ships .greater speed than 
•was possible for the Iowa. They want 
.to approximate battle conditions, so 
that the gunners of the navy maybe 
better trained than ever before. -Such 
training, in their opinion, is impossible^ 
without utilizing radio control. Ex-

The steel frame vestibule of the 250- 


ton steel vault Is in place and the safe 
door and other parts are due to arrive 
soon. The vestibule, or frame, weighs 
200,900 pounds and the door and 
the 


remainder of the gigantic steel vault 
weighs 300,000 pounds more. 


The vault is 13 feet square and has 


an all-around thickness of four feet of 
the'toughest 
chrominum -steel. The 


vault is in a room 30 by 70 feet, with 
no windows..The walls of the room are 
seven feet thick all over and are made 
of rivet grip reinforced -concrete, being 
almost a mass of steel cemented by 
concrete.
